4, that life insurance be offered with the same stipulations to men and 
women at Loyola and that such insurance, if possible, be optional.

(unanimous ) 


' 7, that the Association demand the release of statistics comparing 
salaries of men and women at Loyola. 
(some abstentions) 


8. that telephone directories, name plates, cheques, etc, bear the 
_ mention "Mrs." or "Miss" only at the request of the individual and 
that everyole be consulted as to how he or she wishes to be listed. 


(15 in favour, 5 against, 5 abstentions) 


9. that the Executive pursue the idea of a Social Change Course on 
' Women.
